The iron trade is depressed now not be-
eause of Lthe high price of manufactured
iron, but because of its over-production.
That an Increased demand will be se-
cured by a reduction of priceis very
donbtfal, in view of the low prices that
have been for a long time prevailing un
der the slack demand. It i8 quite pro-
bable that a lowered cost to the Pitts-
burg manufacturer and the lowered price
at which he will be Lhereby enabled tosel]
tothe consumer will not increase histrade
or his jrofits. Unless it will stimulate an
{nereased cousumption the littsburg
manufactorer will ind his advantage in
it ouly in the abillty which it may give
him to take away the trude of other
manufacturers or keep them from taking
away his trade. The one who can make
iron cheapest will supply it to the con-
sumer, Thbe Pittsburg makers pay
much higher wages than are paid on this
side of the wountains. They liave, to
offset this, cheap coal, and railroad
competition which epables them to
reach out to distant markets with
their produets. At present, the conflict
between the railroads for Eas. bound
freights enables them to put their iron
into the seaboard markels at about the
same rates thal wre charged from thns

general impression that the ittsburg
manufacturer, in offering his product at
the prevailing prices, is selling below
cost, and just to keep his business poing
and to avold winding up in bankruptey,
in the hope of belter times ahead. It s
difficult to see how he can be paying his
expenses, even under the advantages he
possesses in chieup coul and frelghts,
with the wages he is paying, He Lhas
cortainly got the cvst of munufacture
down to the lowest pmul in everything
but wages ; and that the workmen have
been able to  command from lim
the wawes they obtain, i8 & notuble
illustration of their power, since Lhey
have urrayed ugainst them not only (he
manufacturers but the railroads, which
could get better freight rales if Uiere
was anything left to pay them with after

paying the labor bills, If the work
men conelude  that  the  camel’s
back wou't  break, eves though

Though additional news of the terrible
Indian mamsacre in Mexico has been ro
evived o Denver, 1t s not yoi known just
when the lodiaus rose and nuder whose
loadonlip they wore at tho time they com
mitted the horrible outrages, which have
just eome Hght, Definite details caunot
be ascertained, owlog to the heavy storm
whioh bas been raging 1o Coloade,
Mexico and the adjoiniog states and terit
tories, prostrating telegraph lines.
